The majority of the people feel that 
the fog was not entirely responsible | 
for the deaths, but that most of them 
were chiefly due to factory gases held 
by the fog. They pointed out that 
even the strongest adults and children 
were affected by the queer blight. 

Gas Theory Abandoned. 

Farly theories that poison war gas 
oozing from the dank ground had 
caused the deaths were abandoned gen- 
erally by government engineers inves- 
figating the catastrophe. However, 
they were investigating the zine and 
other factories in the locality on the} 
theory that fumes from them might 
have been held to earth by the fog 
blanket, asphyxiating the victims. 

It was pointed out in denying the 
poison war gas theory that the Meuse 
valley at this point was held by the 
Germans from the beginning of the 
war in 1914, and that gas was not 
used until a year or so later. 

Post-mortemns under the direction of | 
ministry of health officials were con- 
ducted over the week-end. The an- 
nouncements were expected Monday. 

Physicians took the brain and a 
sample of blood from one of the fog 
victims to Liege for analysis. The | 
study of the causes of the deaths and | 
remedies in future similar occurrences | 
will take a month, scientists said. | 
The public prosecutor appointed two 
Liege University professors to under- 
take the inquiry. 

Sufferers at Engis, center of the | 
stricken zone, told the United Press | 
of their sensations. They said their! 
throats suddenly dried up and then | 
began to burn. Many were ill during | 
the night, despite the fact doors and | 
windows were closed. Even children | 
were sick, although not seriously. | 
Most of the dead were persons of 60 | 
or over. 

Some already were suffering from | 
heart and lung diseases, It was esti- | 
mated that between 200 and SOO per- | 
sons were ill as a result of the fog.

Another controversial 
extra-session possibility, the World 
Court, which Mr. Hoover announced 
he would send to the senate this win- 
ter, has not yet reached the halls of 
congress, and there are some who be- 
lieve he may hold the measure up to 
avoid bitter discussions which might 
consume much valuable time early in 
the session. 

Democrats and republicans have in 
their words already disrupted the 
“harmony” co-operation growing out 
of the democratic post-election pledge 
against obstruction, particularly in 
differences over the administration re- 
lief proposals. It remains to be seen, 
however, whether* harmony will con- 
tinue when the roll calls start resound- 
ing through those marble halls.

Irate Churchgoers Eject 
Former Jurist When He 
Attempts To Answer 
Bishop’s Attack. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—(#)—A< lit- 
tle man from Denver, the former 
Judge Ben B. Lindsey, turned Golden 
Rule Sunday into a pandemonium of 
epithets, recrimination and _ violence 
today at Bishop William T. Man- 
ning’s church—the fashionable Ca- 
thedral of St. John the Divine. 

Lindsey, with one friend at his 
side, sat tense among the 3,500 well 
groomed worshipers and heard him- 
self scored as the author of a book 
“the most filthy, insidious and clever- 
ly written piece of propaganda ever 
published in behalf of lewdness, 
promiscuity, adultery and unrestrain- 
ed sexual gratification.” 

The bishop, coldly calm, brought 
his sernion to an end with a denuncia- 
tion of “a man who stands openly for 
legalized free love under cover of the 
term ‘companionate marriage.’ ” 

He turned his back to the congre- 
gation and bowed his head in prayer. 

The Denver champion of com- 
panionate marriage strode forward 
and leaped upon a table just below 
the pulpit in which the bishop still 
entoned the ascription. 

“Bishop Manning!” he cried, his 
voice electrifying the thousands who 
had been listening to the bishop's ex- 
coriation, “You have falsely represent- 
ed me! If this is not a house of jus- 
tice, it is not a house of God! In 
justice I ask for five minutes to an- 
swer your unfair attack!” 

The .prayer of the bishop of the 
diocese of New York was drowned by 
the voice of the former children’s 
court judge of Denver. The bishop re- 
mained with his back to the pews. 

Two ushers sprang forward, pulling 


| Lindsey from the table,.The cathe- 


dral, one of the most famous churches 
of the world, buzzed with the voices 
of richly dressed women and men in 
morning dress. 

A hundred or more men and women 
arose in their seats, pushed into the 
aisles and rushed forward. 

A man’s voice cried: 
him.” 

Another man struck Lindsey over 
the head. 

Profanity was heard. The aisle 
leading toward the press table at 
which Lindsey had been sitting and 
on which he had leaped, filled with 
pushing, excited worshipers. 

Everyone seemed to have forgotten 
that the church was in prayer; every- 
one save Bishop Manting whe, his 
back still to his congregation, con- 
tinued his petition for divine blessing. 

The words of prayer were drowned 
in the hubbub, above which arose the 
voice of Lindsey, crying: “He lied 
about me. He had no right to lie 
about me! This is no house of jus- 
tice! This is no house of God!” 

No voice was raised to silence the 
uproar. The bishop himself remained 
occupied with his prayer. An effort 
by reporters seated at the press table 
to halt the chaos failed. 

With his escort of ushers, the Den- 
ver advocate of companionate mar- 
riage was hustled to a side door. Be- 
hind him surged the crowd of men 
and women. At the top of a wooden 
stairway leading to the ground four 
detectives broke through in time to 
save Lindsey from being pushed head- 
long down them. 

A woman screamed: “Lynch him!” 
The detectives pushed the crowd hack, 
threatening arrests. Thirty or more 
persons broke through and followed 
on a long walk to the police cab in 
front of the great stone church. They 
continued their angry shouts. 

Finally Detective Lieutenant Flood 
turned and threatened to arrest the 
next man who spoke. 

“But I am a decent citizen!” pro- 
tested one, “You can't talk to me 
that way!”

During: the War Between the 
States; before ‘her marriage ‘to Willis 
Biggers, she saw the Scrutchin home, 
at the corner of Mitchell and .Man- 
gum streets,- made the headquarters 
of General Loring, a federal officer 
aml a member of General Sherman's 
staff. She witnessed the burning of 
her father’s hardware store on White- 
hall street by Sherman's forces, but 
later, in return for courtesies shown 
him by her family, Miss Serutchin 
was given a receipt by Sherman for 
the stock in the store, amounting to 
$69.000. 

This receipt was given to General 
Livingston, of the Confederate army, 
who, just after the war, was a con- 
gressman from the fifth Georgia dis- 
trict. He is said to have misplaced 
the paper and to have died betore it 
was recovered,. It came to -light a 
year or so ago, Willis R. Biggers, a 
son of Mrs. Biggers, said. ‘Sunday 
night, and was given to Congressman 
Robert Ramspeck, who now is _at- 
tempting to obtain a settlement from 
the government. 

Mrs. Biggers was born in Tallahas- 
see, where her mother’s family, the 
Chairs, was one of the first family 
groups to settle in Florida. She moved 
to Atlanta just prior to the Civil 
War. ‘ 

She is survived by two sons, Dr. 
Stephen T. Biggers, Jr., and Willis 
lt.. Biggers; four grandchildren and 
three great grandchildren. Funeral 
arrangements will be announced later 
by Harry G. Poole.

BARTHOU ADMITS 
FAILURE 10 FORM 
FRENGH CABINE! 


Elderly French Senator 
Abandons Effort To 
Create Ministry To Suc- 
ceed Tardieu. 


PARIS, Dec. 7.—(#)—Senator 
Louis Barthou late tonight  relin- 
quished the task of attempting to 
form a concentration cabinet and to- 
morrow morning President Gaston 
Dougergue will seek someone else to 
succeed Andre Tardieu. 

Senator Barthou, after negotiations 
in the afternoon which pointed to 
success, was blocked tonight by the 
radical party, which voted refusal to 
co-operate with a cabinet. containing 
a representative of the extreme right 
croup which is headed by Louis 
Marin. 

Former Premier Tardieu was slat- 
ed for a post ‘in the concentration 
government, and he insisted that some 
member of the Marin faction must 
have a portfolio, as this party always 
voted steadily for him 100 strong. 
With Tardieu on one side and the 
radicals on the other, Barthou gave 
up the job at midnight. 

The radicals asserted that the ex- 
treme rightists had pronounced 
against the secularization laws and 
fought the policy of peace pursued 
since the treaty of Locarno, both vi- 
tal articles in the radical program. 


EOLAPED MANIALS 
RETAKEN IN RAID 


Four of Insane Criminals 
Who Escaped »Mattea- 
wan Are Recaptured. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—(@)—Four 
of the seven maniacs sought since 
the daring delivery of six from Mat- 
teawan State Hospital for the Crim- 
inal Insane December 4, were cap- 
tured in Brooklyn early today after 
a battle with police. 

Among them were three of those 
liberated in the delivery last week 
and William H. Nelson, who had es- 
caped previously and who led, the 
gunmen who effected the escape of the 


six. 

The three captured in addition to 
Nelson were Harry Gordon, the “mad 
butcher” of Rochester, N. Y.; John 
I’, Gambill and John Higgins, both 
of New York. Arrested with them 
was a woman, Mrs. Marie Ockenfels, 
who was charged with harboring 
criminals and aiding criminals to 
escape. 

A squad of detectives and patrol- 
men broke into a two-room apartment 
at 386 Melrose avenue, Brooklyn, to 
capture the group. 

Police said the fugitiyes put up a 
terrific battle and had to be beaten 
into submission. Nelson and Gam- 
— carried revolvers, the officers 
said. 

The detectives said they picked up 
the trail of the fugitives yesterday. 
This morning they laid in wait near 
the apartment until they saw the 
fout enter. 

A complete outquit of burglar tools 
ee found in the apartment, officers 
said. 

Those still at large are Frank Van- 
derkuyler, who ‘killed a woman with 
acid; Anthony A. Alloy, a pyro- 
maniac, and. Joseph Kaylor. 

They escaped when Nelson, an ac- 
cused burglar, and two other gunmen 
surprised and locked up the guards 
and other night employes at Mattea- 
wan on the morning of December 4. 


SOVIET STATESMAN 
IS ASSASSINATED 


PARIS, Dec. 7.—(UP)—The Geor- 
gian minister, Louis Ramchvili, was 
assassinated today while proceeding to 
a political meeting here. 

Andre Tchanovkevadze, a workman, 
was arrested, charged with firing the 
fatal shot. 

The minister was shot twice as he 
stepped from his motor car. The 
shooting occurred at 3 p. m. 

The police said they had been un- 
able to ascertain whether the assassin 
was a madman, or shot Ramchvili be- 
cause of a political grievance. 

Ramchvili formerly was a member 
of the Georgian cabinet. The bolshe- 
viks exiled him in 1921, but_ the 
French government had formally rec- 
ognized him as minister of the Geor- 
gian republic, one of the group in the 
soviet union.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—(£)—Rati- 
fieation of the World Court protocols 
is definitely favored editorially by 
1,357 daily newspapers in the United 
States and opposed by 265, the Amer- 
ican Foundation announced today. 

The figures which the foundation 
made public were gathered by direct 
inquiry to 2,036 editors or publishers. 
Of these 342 failed to reply, 58 reg- 
istered “no stand” and 14 could not 
be categorically classified. 

“We regarded this inquiry to the 
daily press as the best available means 
of arriving at a cross-section of in- 
telligent opinion,” Curtis Bok said for 
the foundation. “The question we put 
was not a casual inquiry as to wheth- 
er a given editor is well or ill dis- 
posed toward the court generally; it 
was direct and specific: ‘Does your 
paper favor or oppose ratification of 
the World Court protocols?’ 

“The result is not a straw vote or 
collection of opinions. It is a state- 
ment of considered editorial opinion.” 

The papers favoring ratification 
had a combined circulation of 26,- 
993,906 while those in the opposed 
column represented 10,557,317 sub- 
scribers, the foundation announced.

Deer 
Hunting. 


For one of our homesteaders in 
the forests of Maine or Quebec to 
go out and shoot a rabbit or a deer 
if he can get it is a natural thing 
to do. It's food the man wants. Some- 
thing can be said even for the peas- 
ant who goes out poaching at nights. 
He also is actuated by a primary 
human need. For he will either eat 
the pheasant or partridge he shoots 
or snares, or else he will sell the 
birds to obtain a little extra money 
to supply the needs of his family. 
ut these aristocratic deer hunts 
that have disgraced the forests of 
Europe for hundreds of years have no 


such utilitarian object. And then 


deer stalking in the Middle Ages still 


bad something in its favor. People 
killed the deer in order to have a 
feast in the manor at evening when 
the log fires roared and the flagon 
passed copiously. Hunting wasn’t the 
refined act of cruelty that it has be- 


}come today. For today the deer is 


not eaten, To eat of its meat would 
mean poisoning oneself. For the 
hunted deer, never let alone for a 
single moment by the pack of dogs, 
is not shot, it dies of uremia. 

In the Middle Ages hunters ran 
along with bow and arrow or firelock 
and the hunt was a sort of contest 
of skill to see who would shoot the 
wherewithal for the evening repast. 
Nobody carries a rifle or any sort 
of weapon nowadays on these parties. 
Just look at the photographs in the 
papers of famous hunts at this time 
of the year. Nobody is armed. All 
sorts of humanitarian devices have 
been adopted in the slaughterhouses 
of the world to render death as little 
painful as possible. Humane socie- 
ties exercise a vigilant control every- 
where that no cruelty be perpetrated 
not even on the least of our dumb 
fellow creatures, except in the case of 
the deer. ; 

These hunts now going on in Eu- 
rope everywhere, participated in by 
people who wouldn't harm a fly un- 
der ordinary circumstances, are such a 
barbaric and revolting practice that 
without assuming a high moral tone 
on the subject we think nevertheless 
that no amount of blabbering about 
noble sport and thrill of the chase 
will begin to justify them. 

And then there is one feature 
about this sort of hunting that must 
seem strangest of all. The other day 
as the hunters, ladies and gentlemen, 
were standing about prancing on their 
impatient horses and the pack of 
wes was barking and howling, just 
before setting off into the forest of 


‘St. Germain, some priests came out 


and blessed the pack with the sign 
of redemption. This is said to be 
an ancient practice, too. But just 


| because it is ancient it does not need 


to go on. It was an ancient practice 
to break human beings on the rack. 
It isn’t done any more. It is a pity 
Saint Francis never met up with one 
of those modern hunting parties on 
his travels. There is no doubt that 
his sympathies would have gone to 
“our sister the deer” and not to her 
torturers. And far from blessing the 
pack, he might have had something 
else to say.

WHAT DIFFERENCE DOES A 
LITTLE WATER MAKE? | 
Hi, there, reader. Suppose your 
nearest and dearest should: faint in the 
bathtub tonight, and you find the 
victim has ceased breathing. Are you 
prepared to give him or her the best 
possible chance to recover? If you 
are sure of your capability, all right. 
I congratulate you. It is a fine thing 
to help ene sleep nights. But if you 
are not so sure you can do the right 
thing in such an emergency, then 
I beg you to write in right now, say- 
ing please send your resuscitation 
booklet, and inclose a stamped en- 
velope bearing your address. I will be 
glad to send you the booklet which 
gives detailed directions for applying 
artificial respiration, with pictures to 
show every essential point, so that 
you can’t go wrong. This booklet 
belongs in every emergency outfit. 
One of the points I deem important 
in applying Schafer's method (prone 
pressure) is that the subject's face 
should be turned toward one side and 
beth arms should ‘rest on the ground 
above the head and out of the opera- 
tors way. This is the correct posi- 
tion which Schafer himself prescribed 
and Schafer has never approved any 
modification of his method. 


Many instructors teach that it is! 


all right to place one of the subject's 
arms under the head or chin, which 
they say lifts the nose and mouth 
above any water, mud or sand which 
might obstruct the entrance of air. I 


maintain that it is sufficient, as/|: 


Schafer himself explained, to turn the 
subject's face toward one side in or- 
der to keep the nose and mouth clear. 
I ‘maintain further than the elevation 
of the head by even the width of wrist 
or forearm creates a trap in whith wa- 
ter or other flnid is likely to be re- 
tained in the chest; whereas in the po- 
sition Schafer prescribes the nose and 
mouth are at the lowest level, when 
the body rests on level ground, and 
any fluid in the breathing passages 
drains by gravity. 

Up to 1929 the American Red Cross 
and many other organizations ap- 
proved a manual of instruction in 
resuscitation in which the first-aid 
worker was advised to begin by lift- 
ing the subject in the jack knife po- 
sition, in order to drain the water 
from the windpipe and other tubes. 
Now and again in 1928 this column 
criticized that performance and point- 
ed out that Schafer’s method, when 
correctly applied, takes care of the 
drainage of water from the chest, so 
that it seemed a fatal and inexcusable 
delay in the attempt to save the vic- 
tim’s life.

Certificates of Indebtedness 


_ To Carry 13-4and17-8

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—(?}— 
Certificates of indebtedness totalling 
$400,000,000 will be issued by the 
government at the lowest interest 
rates since the World War, and per- 
haps in the history of the nation, to 
provide for December financing. 

Preparing to meet government ob- 
ligations falling due on December 15, 
the treasury announced the offering 
of two series of certificates one bear- 
ing 13-4 per cent interest and the 
other 17-8 per cent. The first will 
be for six months and total about 
$150,000,000 while the latter will be 
for a year and amount . to $250,- 
000,000. 

In taking advantage of the ease in 
the money markets in its own borrow- 
ey the government dropped its rates 
5-8 and 1-2 of 1 per cent below the 
last issue of certificates. That issue 
last September carried a rate of 23-8 
and followed the general drop. in 
money rates which has held sway in 
this country since early in the year. 

The $400,000,000 realized from sale 
of the certificates, which will be dat- 
ed and bear interest from December 
15, together with the income tax pay- 
ments due that day and payments by 
foreign nations on their war debt, 
will be used to meet maturing obliga- 
tions and provide funds for govern- 
ment operations until next March. — 

In all the government has $672,- 
000,000 to pay on December 15, 16 
and 17. On the fifteenth about $480,- 
000,000 of treasury certificates mature 
and there is $90,000,000 in interest 
due on the public debt.. In addition 


"| $51,000,000 of treasury bills are pay- 


able on December 16 and another $51,- 
000,000 the next day. 

Besides the $400,000,000, the gov- 
ernment will receive $125,000,000 
from foreign nations in payment of 
principal and interest on the war debt 
and will collect around $450,000,000 
in income tax from the fourth quar- 
ter's payments of the 1929 tax. 

At the close of bysiness on Decem- 
ber 4 the government had a deficit of

year starting last July 1. The state- 
ment, the last issued by the treasury, 
showed total collections for the year 
had been $1,156,479,441 while ex- 
pefiditures in the same time were $1,- 
470,501,098. Income tax payments, 
which have declined $58,000,000 for 
the fiscal year, advanced for the first 
four days of the present month to 
$3,815,593 as compared with $3,744,- 
062 for the same period of the pre- 
vious year. 

Miscellaneous internal revenue, 
however, showéd a noticeable decrease 
for the four days of the present month 
as compared with the same _ period 
last year, dropping to $5,829,349 from 
$8,962,424. '

Sir Hubert Wilkins recently re- 
turned from his fourth Antarctic ex- 
pedition, and began making plans for 
his submarine exnedition under the 
polar ice from Spitzbergen to Alaska, 
which will require a year’s prepara- 
tion. Besides having spent three years 
with Stefansson, on his great expedi- 


tion from 1913 to 1918, he spent three 
more years in Arctic exploration work, 
which culminated in the flight from 
Point Barrow, Alaska, to Spitzbergen, 
in April, 1928, the flight that Amund- 
sen declared to be the greatest aoir- 
plane flight of history.
